Huge Sum for War 
I Tax collections for the y ear tota l­ 
ed $5,115,9 28 ,000, while disbursement 
for war purposes amounted to $3,- 
8 36,9 28 ,000 without taking into ac* 
count millions paid out in pensions 
by the pension bureau, by the war 
risk bureau and a score of other ex ­ 
penditures by departments which are 
cot generally classified as war con­ 
ducting branches of the gov ernment.

dev elopment along the Colorado riv 
er,” said R. H. Ballard, v ice president 
and general manager of the South­ 
ern California Edison Company in 
addressing the Santa 
Ana 
Rotary 
club today, “ will be so great as to be 
almost unbeliev able, but the addition 
to public wealth which It will cre­ 
ate. may be 
roughly 
estim ated as, 
equal to the total public wealth of 
the entire state of California at the 
present time. 
“ Power means, in California, the 
dev elopment of the water resources 
of the state and is one of the three 
essentials in the creation of pub­ 
lic wealth,” continued Ballard. 
“ In 
California the absence of coal de­ 
posits and the mounting prices of 
fuel oil hav e directed the attention 
of all the people to the necessity for 
the dev elopment 
of 
water power. 
This should be ev erybody’s concern, 
since the dev elopment at once con­ 
serv es our natural resources, makes 
possible great agricultural and in­ 
dustrial growth, and rings the bell 
on all the familiar axioms spelling 
‘prosperity’.” 
With labor as an example, Ballard 
contrasted electric generating plants 
with those using coal for fuel, and 
said: 
“ The necessary labor expended in 
mining the coal and transporting it 
from the mines to the power houses, 
the ratio of labor employes per unit 
of electrical output is one man in 
water power to twenty-one men in 
coal burning steam generation.” 
Urg es Pro mp t Actio n 
Ballard reasoned that ev ery kilo­ 
watt of hydro-electric energy w ith­ 
in the state of California should be 
immediately dev eloped, and that the 
waters of the Colorado riv er should 
be speedily harnessed and put to 
work serv ing the purposes 
of 
the 
people of California and the states in 
the Colorado riv er basin. 
“ A change in fuel supply for the 
ships of nav ies and merchant ma­ 
rines of the world from coal to oil 
burning was brought about by the 
World War, because of the great­ 
er efficiency of the use of oil on ship­ 
board,” said the Edison man. 
“ This 
definitely leads to 
the 
conclusion 
that much of our oil supply should 
be conserv ed for maritime uses. 
“ With the change from coal to oil 
burning on shipboard, what happen­ 
ed? 
England immediately set out 
to control the oil supply of the world, 
as she had the coal, and, largely

country, is reported to hav e succeed­ 
ed in this endeav or to the extent of 
being now in control of between 80 
and 90 per cent of the oil supply, out­ 
side of the United States. 
“ In California the total electric 
power dev elopments total now about 
a million horse power and they hav e 
cost, with transmission and distribu­ 
tion, slightly more than $400,000,000. 
This is the basic industry which sup­ 
ports the 3,500,000 people resident in 
California.

That Mex ico n eeds more teachers 
an d more schools before she can ever 
con ten d with the other powers of the 
world, was the belief ex pressed today 
by the Rev. J, C. Nava, in charge of 
the Mex ican mission of the First 
Methodist church, who return ed to 
San ta An a last n ight from Chlhuhua, 
Mex ico. 
“There were just as man y schools 
at Chihuahua an d in that state when 
I left Mex ico thirteen y ears ago as 
there are n ow,” said the Rev. Mr. 
Nava today . 
“The republic is en ­ 
couragin g education , but people are 
so poor that they can n ot afford it. 
On ly the rich class secure the ben ­ 
efit of college education , an d most of 
them either 
come 
to the Un ited 
States or go to Europe. 
There are 
n ot en ough free schools, or teach­ 
ers, an d there Is on ly on e un iversity 
in Mex ico at presen t.” 
The Rev. Mr. Nava wen t to Chi­ 
huahua to atten d the Nation al Sun ­ 
day school an d y oun g people’s con ­ 
ven tion there. 
He reports the meet­ 
in gs largely atten ded an d 
highly 
successful. 
On e of the lectures was 
given by the Rev. Vin cen te Men doza, 
former pastor here, at the Teatro de 
los Heroes, on e of the best-kn own 
theaters in Mex ico. 
Bus ine s s Improv ing 
“Con dition s in Mex ico are becom­ 
in g more settled,” said the Rev. Mr. 
Nava, “an d busin ess is pickin g up 
after the dull period of the war. 
Non e of the min es, hovever, are 
workin g in Chihuahua,an d the gov­ 
ern or of the state, En riquez, is en ­ 
couragin g agriculture in stead.

T his rep­ 
resents a redu ction of only thirteen 
day s’ gov ernm ental spending, as the 
ex penditu res hav e been av eraging 
$10,000,000 a day . 
Dawes has stated that he proposes 
to cu t the appropriations by 25 per 
cent du ring the coming y ear, which 
wou ld effect a redu ction of approx i­ 
m ately $500,000,000. 
The total appropriations do not in­ 
clu de any appropriations for the rail­ 
roads which last y ear receiv ed $8 00,- 
000,000. So far no appropriation has 
been made for the cu rrent y ear, bu t 
it is ex pected th at probably $400,- 
000,000 will be necessary .

A new angle In insu rance, the de­ 
tails of how big policies are sold to 
wealthy men, the reason why insu r­ 
ance is carried as a protection of an 
estate against inheritance tax es and 
the costs of adm inistration, were in­ 
corporated 
in a deeply interesting 
talk to the Orange Cou nty Life U n­ 
derw riters’ association a t the New 
Rossmore hotel last nig h t by F. S. 
Bu rgess of Los Angeles. 
Bu rgess was introdu ced by Gu y J . 
Gilbert, president of th e cou nty as­ 
sociation, as the m an who had w rit­ 
ten more insu rance in th e last y ear 
than any other m an on the Pacific 
coast. 
It was pointed ou t th a t 
Bu rgess y esterday closed the w rit­ 
ing of a $7 ,000,000 insu rance policy , 
the largest insu rance ev er w ritten 
at one tim e in this state, said Gil­ 
bert. 
Recently he w rote a policy 
for $1,500.000 
for 
A rth u r L etts of 
Los Angeles. 
“Insu rance appeals to a m an of 
wealth today as it nev er did before,” 
said Bu rgess. 
“It is his one m ethod 
of keeping his estate together after 
his death.’* 
Tells Tax Demgands 
Bu rgess pointed ou t th a t a large 
estate is su bjected to a federiil -in­ 
heritance tax , ranging fnom 2 to 25 
per cent when the estate is ov er 
$50,000, and to a state inheritance 
tax . 
The federal tax is lev ied on 
the right of the dead to pass prop­ 
erty to the liv ing who hav e not help­ 
ed earn it, and the state lev ies Its 
tax on the rig h t of the liv ing to 
receiv e it. 
A dm inistration 
fees 
reach often 5 per dent, attorney ’s 
fees 2 per cent, and shrinkage of an 
estate, by reason of not hav ing the 
driv ing force of the m an who bu ilt 
it u p behind it, av erages 10 per cent. 
“Thu s,” he said, “the bu siness m an 
can be shown th a t w hen he dies his 
estate will v ery q u ickly depreciate 
from 25 to 35 per cent u nless he pro­ 
v ides a fu nd of ready cash to hold 
the estate intact. 
M ost m en die 
withou t leav ing ready cash. 
Big Policies Easily Sold 
“Secu rities hav e to be sold and 
good property has to be sacrificed, 
in order to m eet tax es and other ex ­ 
penses of settling u p the estate. 
It 
is good bu siness for a big bu siness 
man to carry enou gh insu rance to 
meet ev ery ex pense th a t he knows 
m u st he m et by his ex ecu tor 
and 
heirs. 
The bu siness m an sees th a t 
today , and th a t is why big policies 
are so easily sold. 
“By proper insu rance, death can 
be made to pay for its ow n disaster.

were cla imed by the owners.

'let this compa ny, like most orga niza tions, ha s a 
regula r course of procedure for ha ndling goods left 
with it by mista ke. 
Its employes a re instructed to 
turn in a ll such a rticles to the proper a uthorities. They 
in turn hold them for 9 0. da ys a s prescribed by la w. 
After tha t period, if the owner ha s not a ppea red, the 
finder ha s the pm liege of cla iming the stuff. 
If he 
fa ils, in his turn, the compa ny fina lly sells the things 
a t well a dv ertised public a uctions. 
The a v era ge list of lost a rticles cov ers a motley 
ra nge of v a rying v a lue a nd cha ra cter, yet the cha nces 
a re fa ir for the recov ery of a ny one. 
It is foolish for 
the losers to be either so distrustful or so heedless. 
This a rgument, ma de in rela tion to a rticles lost in 
depots or on tra ins, a pplies with equa l strength to 
a rticles lost elsewhere. 
The a v enue of discov ery in 
most ca ses of lost a rticles lies in the cla ssified columns 
of the loca l pa per.

Gluttony clogs the entire ma chinery with poisonous 
products of ha lf digested foods, increa ses the blood 
pressure a nd ha stens old a ge.

As gua rdia n of the United Sta tes trea sury, a nd 
the ma n who will fa ce the ta sk of finding the where­ 
witha l to ta ke ca re of the bonus if it is v oted, a nd of 
the fina ncia l confusion resulting therefrom. Secreta ry 
Mellon ha s a recognized right to spea k, a nd should 
know wha t he is spea king a bout. 
He sa ys, in* his 
wa rning to congress a nd the public rega rding the 
fina ncia l consequences of the pending bill: 
“ Its direct consequences a re inesca pa ble. It would 
inv olv e gra v e da ngers of renewed infla tion, increa sed 
commodity prices a nd unsettled business conditions. 
“ The result would be serious injury a nd loss to 
the whole community, a nd in The long run ev eg the 
v etera ns themselv es would lose fa r more tha n they 
would ga in. 
I ca nnot bring myself to believ e tha t this 
would be a djusted compensa tion for a serv ice tha t 
wa s performed a s the highest duty of citizenship a nd 
a sa crifice tha t ca n nev er be mea sured in terms of 
money.” 
This ha s been sa id ma ny times before, by ma ny 
people, but seldom so impressiv ely. 
Congress ma y 
well 
esita te, a t lea st ’a s fa r a s the ca sh pa rt of the 
bonus mea sure is concerned. As for the public, this 
is the time for it to express its rea l conv iction on the 
subject, if it ha s a ny.

As a ma tter of fa ct, it is just a s likely tha t the 
ra tio of increa se will go higher a nd not impossible 
tha t we ma y ha v e 10.000,000 Ca lifornia ns by 19 50. 
And, a fter a ll, it ma y outrun a ny of our present ca l­ 
cula tions a nd giv e us such a popula tion much sooner. 
The point is tha t Ca lifornia ca n ca re for 10,000,000 
inha bita nts, a nd do it well. 
No one, we think, will 
a rgue tha t the sta te is more tha n thinly settled with

One ha s but to look

There will be a further objection 
tha t Ita ly is much more highly dev eloped indus­ 
tria lly tha n Ca lifornia . 
Very’ well, we w ill yield to the first by not ca lling 
for a popula tion of 35,000,000 ev en in the grea ter a rea 
of Ca lifornia . While we think tha t Ca lifornia , which 
ha s ev ery na tura l resource of consequence possessed 
by Ita ly, a nd sev era l times a s ma ny more, could sup­ 
port the Ita lia n popula tion much better tha n she ca n, 
we would not wa nt to do it by lowering our sta nda rds 
of liv ing. We will be ca utious a nd limit ourselv es to, 
sa y, 15,000,000. 
And tha t is a rea sona ble ba sis for 
a compa rison with Ita ly. 
We find it rea sona ble in spite of the second ob­ 
jection, beca use by the time Ca lifornia ha s 15,000,000 
inha bita nts, undoubtedly much sooner, her opportu­ 
nities industria lly will be grea ter tha n those of Ita ly. 
Industry, which ha s only been wa iting for surround­ 
ing popula tion to dev elop a ma rket, is a lrea dy de­ 
v eloping fa st in Ca lifornia . 
Ita ly ha s no coa l or 
other na tura l fuel; we ha v e oil a nd ga s a nd a t lea st 
a s much wa ter-power a v a ila ble. 
Agricultura lly Ca lifornia is immensely better off 
tha n Ita ly. 
Both countries ha ye mounta inous a nd 
a rid a rea s which we ma y lea v e to ba la nce ea ch other. 
But Ca lifornia ’s a ra ble soil is rich, while tha t of Ita ly 
is worn out, a nd ov er la rge a rea s ruined by the wa sh 
from her tota lly deforested mounta ins. 
In other di­ 
rections Ca lifornia is incompa ra bly richer in the v a st 
v a riety of her na tura l resources in minera ls, meta ls 
a nd timbers. 
As a tourist country Ca lifornia ha s this grea t a d­ 
v a nta ge ov er Ita ly, tha t her v isitors decide to sta y. 
In the United Sta tes we dra w upon a .region 0f so 
much grea ter a v era ge wea lth tha n tha t of Europe 
tha t we a ttra ct, a nd will continue to a ttra ct, grea t 
numbers of fa milies who come only to ma ke their 
homes. 
As a n idea l pla ce to liv e Ca lifornia will a l­ 
wa ys ha v e a la rge proportion of inha bita nts who a re 
here without respect to the ca pa city of the sta te to 
support. They bring their support. 
If Ita ly ca n ma na ge her 35,000,000 on her sca le 
of liv ing, la rger a nd richer Ca lifornia ought to keep 
15,000,0o0 on ours.
